19—The Locarno 
Pact was definitely accepted by 
the German government today. It 
was first approved by the Prem- 
jer of the German state at an 
extraordinary meeting 
evbinet. This ratified the pre- 
liminary acceptance by the cab: 
inet Tuesday, which was made 
dependent on the accent of the 
Premier. 

As a result of today’s action 
the Government announced it will 
now submit bills for authority to 
sign the pact and apply for entry 
to the League of Nations.

1924 Building Fig Figures Are Al- 
ready Exceeded By 
- $219,677 


IS GREATEST. IN HISTORY 


Last Three Years Have Seen 
Remarkable Growth In 
Building Here 


Building permits issued in Rich- 
mond up to November 20, 1925, 
show that the valuation of build- 
ings started this year already ex- 
ceeds the total for the entire 
year of 1924 by Over $200,000, ac- 
cording to figures on file in the 
office of City Building Inspector 
E. E. Grow. 

‘With more than a month left 
in the present year there is every 
indication that, 1925 will be 
a banner year for building in this 
city. Buildings already started are 
valued at $1,189,887, while during 
the. year 1924 the total. amounted 
to $970,210, a difference of $219,- 
677. 4 

During the past ten years or 
since 1915, every year has: seen 
a@ substantial gain in the building 
of the city. During the present - 
year, buildings erected will 
amount to nearly four times those 
in 1915 whén the valie was $331,- 
948. 

‘Ever since 1922 and 1923, the 
difference in the figures is great. 
In 1922, $830,944 worth of build- 
ing was done while in 1923, the 
figures show $921,821. Thus 1925 
building will. amount to more 
than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars more than the years proceed- 
ing 1924. | \ 

Building in Richmond in the 
moath of October, 1925, alone 
néarly equaled that of the -en- 
tire year of 1915. In the monthly 
reports for the years of 1924 and 
1925, figures show that in only 
four instances this year has the 
building carried on fallen below 
that of the previous year. These 
months are January, February 
and August and September. In 
all other-months the total has 
been eubstaintially above that of 
1924, ‘
